“A gla.HH of Ki*.**ngtn, please.” 
Of the many who perspiring!)' stand at the 
mineral water fountain* during Hie heated 
tem , and with grateful throats partake of Un­ 
cool draught, how few pause to think of the 
clear spring* thousands of miles away from 
which their beverage takes its name, and of 
which it is one nf the many imitations. 
Kissengen is a pretty little town of 8.000 
inhabitants, an I is •limited on a small river. 
the Sual, and is nestled away among the hills 
of Bavaria. 
Like most German watering 
place*, the houses ure well built and large, 
ami every dwelling, from the burgomaster'* 
and doctor's to Hie humble tenement of the 
■hoc-maker, is used as lodging-houses during 
•tile season.' 
A* ut our Saratoga, thehihab- 
itunts seem lo sleep through the dull winter. 
to be strong and 
earnest for the 
har­ 
vest 
of 
dollars to lie wn'*t«l from the 
crowd of strangers pouring Into their great 
Iwiliwick during the summer months. 
Tile 
town rests in a valley, surrounded by tiers of 
gradually rising hills covered whit pine and 
hemlock, nod through the leafy boughs at in­ 
tervals ant seen the ruins of old feudal castles 
and tile gray stone eros es erected by the 
people to commemorate a particularly bounti­ 
ful harvest. 
Iii the dim distance the wooded 
(thine is seen, IU hill-sides dotted with villa­ 
ges, and on th* fight hand aud the left, at al­ 
most every step, chapels and churches and 
shrine* with sainted images challenge tile reli- 
gius wonderer. 
And lieu ring the brunt of Prussian cannon 
a hundred houses are scarred "itll the memo­ 
ries of the campaign of 1*66. 
Many pieces of 
allot and shell remain llrmly ladiedded in the 
walls of bouses, relic* of the war, and souv­ 
enirs to keep alive the hatred of the people to­ 
wards the Prussian*. 
The wooded park* and shady path* al*>ut 
Kissengen un* numerous aud beautiful, and 
lead to the miraculous salt springs which have 
made this little quiet tow n famous the world 
over. It I* said that these springs were known 
os early us the ninth cont ary. 
The history of 
the town speaks of frequent battles between 
the Ilennenbergs and the Prince of Fuzlierg. 
it* early ruler. 
It finally came into the hand 
of tho latter al MHI t the end of tim fourteenth 
century. 
Gu-tavus Adolphus held it for 
time,and the first Na|>ole m captured it early 
in 1813. 
By the Treaty of Vienna In 1813 ii 
was given to Bavaria, and in 1*41 it beearn* 
know n us a fashionable watering place. 
In 
1544 there were but two springs known to the 
Inhabitant*—the 
‘-Max Bruunen” and the 
“Pandour," distant from each other in the 
same park about 300 feet. 
It wa* (luring the 
year 1736, when Prince Frederic Charles von 
Schonbruit wus changing tho course of the 
Saul in order to prevent the inundation of the 
“Pandour,” that famous spring “Razozey 
Brunner” was discovered. 
Its waters were 
found to be so valuable that the spring became 
kuown throughout Germany. 


To King Ludwig belongs the credit of hav­ 
ing established the fame of these wonderful 
spring*. 
The town was adorn* d by him w itll 
large and elegant public building*, private 
dwellings, parks lined with ran'flowers,walks, 
path*, rumbles and promenades. 
The springs 
were developed by his command, their con 
tout* subjected to chemical analysis, and the 
many healing virtues of its waters published 
to the world. 
Dr. Granville, a celebrated Eu- 
gish physician, brought the waters of Kissen- 
gen to English notice in a valuable treatise 
issued in 1830. 
Aliout the time of its apimar- 
auce the iiumlier of annual visitors to Kissen- 
gen was in the neighborhood of IOO. 
Now 
they number 10,000 guests at the height of 
the season. 
Diseases which stubbornly resist 
treatment rapidly give way to the magical 
spring water, and the balli* seem the verita­ 
ble fountains of youth that De Leon hoped to 
find in the Florida*. 
The waters are bottled and find ready sale 
the world over. 
Over half a million of bottles 
were exported last year. 
The large bottles 
cost |>er dozen $1.60. 
The springs in the 
morning present an aminated apparance.— 
At daybreak the army of invalids begin their 
march. 
The lame, the halt, the blind, the 
diseased, come in platoons; the beggar plods 
along tho dusty road leaning heavily on his 
staff; the rich banker from Dresden whirls past 
in chariot with liveried adornments; the Lon­ 
don belle, exhausted by the weary round of 
fashionable life, accompanied by her maid; 
the statesman, feeling the stern rebuke of 
overtaxed nature; the roue, wailing for au 
heiress; the gambler, longing for a victim; 
the passe contralto and tha 'retired (baritone, 
all march with the army to the springs. 
The crowd is largest about the “Razozey 


vent, cool, sparkling, and dripping from the 
well, the devotee retires a short distance from 
the crowd and leisurely nips Hie health-giving 
draught. 
And lie may be required to place 
hi* glass in one of tho many cauldrons of boil­ 
ing water standing near, a* the water from 
the spring is verv cold, and it may not at first 
agree with a weak stomach; yet it will not be 
necessary but a day or two. n.* the stomach, 
without shock, gratefully^receive* the 4water. 
Standing under shade trees near the springs 
are the physicians of the town (each physician 
lias hi* own tree), and here they are consult­ 
ed by their patients. 
A thousand jwrsons 
drink from three to eight glasses every morn­ 
ing 
Millions of bottles are sold annually,and 
yet the springs are never dry, nor is there any 
visible diminution in the quantity of water. 
Two spring*—the "l’andout” and “Ruzoz- 
ey"—are under the same pavilion, only a few 
feet apart, but the chemical properties of the 
water are very marked and distinct. 
The pre­ 
dominant Bait* of the springs are soda and 
magnesia, with a combination of muriatic, 
carl ionic, phosphoric, and sulphuric acid* and 
iron. 
These acids, particularly the iron, are 
found to exist nowhere else in the chemical 
proportions as in the “Razozey.” 
Its waters 
urc prescribed for people suffering from bidi- 
gestion, diseases of the liver and stomach, 
ulid for morbid discuses of (he kidneys, and 
are also beneficial in certain rheumatic and 
gouty affections, and in tho early stages <f 
paralysis. 
The “Max Brunner” is similar to 
the famous seltzer spring* of Nassau. 
It is 
prose rilled in some eases to patients, and, like 
the others, is laxative and diuretic. It is much 
resorted to by all classes and used as a tonic. 
Tile peasants and lower classes on Sunday* 
and holiday* visit it in great crowds. 
Every 
one has access to it and no fee1 Is required. 
A walk of fifteen minutes succeed* each 
glass. 
A stroll beneath the horse-chestnuts, 
across the gravelled path where tho band 
play*, up the gentle hill-side, down along the 
promenade, aud thence back to tho springs.— 
Tile average number of glasses to ouch person 
is three, but it varies from two to eight. 
At 
eight o’clock tho music ceases, and tho crowd 
disap|M>ars us if by magic. 
Breakfast of dry 
bread and eofloe succeeds. 
Tin* bread is often 
purchased at the springs. 
A very plain 
breakfast—no butter, fruit or vegetable* I The 
dinner —a very simple repast—is usually fur­ 
nished by the botels or restaurants, rarely by 
the landlord of your lodging-house. 
The cost 
of living is a1*tut the same as at other water­ 
ing places in Germ my. being from s?lo to £l.'> 
per week. 
Tho evening is enlivened with 
music by a band in tile park, aud the hour i* 
devoted to promenade and gossip, 
((ambling 
Is no longer j**nnitted, and its discoid a lame 
ha* improved the morals of the town. 
(in 
leaving Kis-engen each perron is experted to 
give a small sum to tho water servant*. — 
Everything is under the care of the (,' vcrn- 
ment, and there is a small tux to keep the 
ground* in order. 


size of Hie patient'* understanding*. 
Some 
corn doctors arc quite skillful in taking off a 
corn. 
I had one corn taken off for mc once, 
and lie took it off so far it was nearly a week 
before it got back again. 
Tho horse doctor should not be overlooked. 
A man who hasn't good hors*1 sense has no 
business being family physician to n horse, 
although he may get a diploma to doctor men. 
Even the constitution of a horse may be bro­ 
ken down by unskilful treatment; yet in se­ 
lecting a physician for ourselves we occasion­ 
ally forget that. 
The horse doctor sometimes 
gets more kicks than coppers, though he id 
one of the few privileged persons who are ex­ 
cused for looking a gift horse in the mouth. 
The healthiest town I ever knew was out in 
Illinois one summer, when the doctor i went 
East to attend ii medical convention, and the 
place wa* without a physician for month*,— 
The doctor* found on their return that all the 
patient* had recovered, the drug store* had 
bursted up,nurses had opened danclng-sehool*. 
the'cemetery was cut up into bulkling-Iots, 
the undertaker had gone to making fiddle*, 
and the village hearse had been gaudily paint­ 
ed and sold for a circus wagon. 
Although I have metaphorically gone for the 
doctors, let nothing I have said la* construed 
a* reflecting upon them a* a class. 
They are 
good-humored (aud can then fore take a jokei, 
and, fertile most part, are charitable and hu­ 
mane. 
I have a good many friend* among 
the doctors, yet they are the very last men I 
want to call on.

aching to go for the doctor* a long time; so 
here goes. 
There are a great many kind* of doctor*— 
gn at doctors and small doctors, good doctor* 
and poor doctors; old-sclnsd doctor*, doctors 
of the new school, and doctors without any 
schooling whatsoever. 
There arc doctor* of 
law and doctors of son*-induw; ear doctors 
and doctors it is difficult to get the ear of; 
tooth doctor*, nail doctors, and doctors who 
go at you tooth and nail. 
Eye doctors un I 
I. O. U. <k ct >rs; eclectic doctors, electric doc­ 
tors, and doctors not of tho elect who run 
mostly on tie. 
Then we have cold-water doctors, aud doc­ 
tors who “steam” it a good deal; root doc­ 
tors, aud doctor* whose motto i*, “Root beg 
or die.” 
Spiritual doctor*, and doctors very much 
out of spirit*; magnetic doctor*, and doctors 
who haven't any magnetism in them—or much 
else; layiiig-ou-of-bands doctors, and doctors 
who will lake anything they cull lay their hand* 
on, except, perhaps, their own physic. 


Among Indian doctors are Ute full-bred, half- 
bred, corn-broad and doctors never bred at all 
—at iej.-t not brod to medicine—the latter 
class tieing far the most numerous. 
As a 
general thing, Indian doctors know nothing 
about Indians; many of them never saw one. 
But that is nothing strange in medicine. 
Men

it.

ing of the sort. 
Lot* of them wouldn't know 
cat-nip from "pennyrile” if they saw them 
growing* Tliey cull their herbs at Hie drug- 
gisl's. 
There are lung-doctor* and doctors with 
very little lung*, although tolerable livers.— 
Doctors are good livers as a general thing. 
The throat dlictors appears in a varied}' of 
forms not strictly recognized iu medicine.— 
The hangman is one of the most thorough 
throat doctsrs we have. 
Hi* remedy, a stric­ 
ture of hemp, rarely fuiL*. 
Although severe, 
it is effectual 
Few persons have ever been 
heard to complain of their throat after the first 
application. 
Bar-tender* are another variety of throut- 
doctor*, whose mixtures, ala*! ait1 too famil­ 
iar lo mauy people. 
A word of advice: cold 
water is the safest thing for the throat us un 
inward application. 
The most agreeable throat doctor I rec* I 
was a charming young lady I knew in my 
youth, whose* treatment consisted in choking 
my neck w ith a pair of round white arms.

Replier doctors were quite popular some 
years ago. 
They don’t |x*pi>er us so much a* 
they did, though doctors, us a class, are quite 
peppery. 
Mustard doctors are in the army, 
for the most part, unless they are mustered 
out. 
Cancer doctors are almost us numerous us 
cancers themselves. 
Every cancer doctor ex­ 
hibits so many cancers ho lots taken out. 
I 
have sometimes wondered if they didn't take 
it out in cancer*. 
I wus ouce shown a tumor 
so large, I asked the doctor, if space was val­ 
uable, why he didn't stick his patient away in 
a glass jar and let Hie tumor walk round. 
Movement doctors are working hard to g it 
up a commotion, but bless ye I the old fash­ 
ioned pill doctors are years ahead of them.

I m p o r t a n t N o tic e . 
The recent act of Congress, relating to in­ 
ternal revenue taxation, provides, among 
other things, that all dealers in tobacco' shall 
I>ay a special tax ut five dollars per unman, to 
take effect July I, 1872. 
This provision covers all persons dealing in 
tobacco, snutl or cigars, and does not regard 
the old minimum of $100 per annum. 
A iiereou may uot sell more than five dol­ 
lars worth of tobacco, cigars or snuff lier an­ 
num and yet is subject to this tax. 
The penalty for non-payment of this tax is 
a flue or imprisonment, or both, in the discre­ 
tion of the court. 
It is hoped that all law-abiding citizens, en­ 
gaged iii tho sale of this article, will see to 
the |iayment of this tax immediately before 
doing business, as in case of neglect or failure
